Germany's navy has won a victory 


over the British In the North Sea, the 
kaiser's 
submarines 
having 
sunk 


three of England's armored cruisers, 
but the German land forces in France 
have 
been driven into new retreat 


from their positions between the Riv- 
er Alsne and the Meuse. 


The cruisers destroyed were the 


Abouklr, the Hogue and the Cressy. 
Many of the 2732 officers and crew on 
board the vessels were rescued. 


Furious onslaughts by the Germans 


to break through the French lines and 
thus save the kaiser's right wing army 
from destruction have failed. The Ger- 
mans attacked at every point of con- 
tact between the River Alsne and the 
Woevre district. 


Russian troops have occupied the 


fortified position of Jaroslaw, accord- 
ing to official announcement.

HAS ARMY OF 50,000 MEN 


General Fraicisco Villa has risen la 


ravolt against the so-called Constitu- 
tionalist government, headed by Ve- 
nustiano Carranza. 


General Villa, who has 50,000 sol- 


diers at his disposal, made official an- 
nouncement of his independence and 
ordered posted proclamtions repudiat- 
ing Carranza throughout the states of 
Sonora and Chihuahua. 


Governor Maytorena, of Sonora, has 


been hostile to Carranza for weeks, 
and it is believed he was in a larg* 
measure responsible for Villa's da- 
cision to combat the central govern- 
ment. 


The proclamtion of revolt is signed, 


by Jose de Sanchez? 


"General Villa has refused to recog- 


nize the traitor Carranza," the pro- 
clamation read, "and has ordered the 
mobilization of his veteran troops to- 
move on'the capital." 


Alter paying tribute to' Villa, the 


proclamation adds that-his efforts are 
supported by' Governor Maytorena and 
Governor 
Manuel Castilla Brlto, of 


Campeche. 


Villa's statement, explaining his 


stand, asserted that besides Chihua- 
hua and Sonora, that Zacatecas and a 
part of Coahuila, Carranza's native 
state, had joined the uprising. 
The 


statement follows: 


"In view of the attitude of Venus- 


tiano Carranza, which has been the 
caues of great injuries to our coun- 
try, and since he could never govern 
a republic nor make happy a country 
which aspires to real democracy, a 
country which wants to have a gov- 
ernment emanating from the people 
subject to an interpretation of the na- 
tional feelings, we have been obliged 
to renounce 
him as commander-in- 


chief of the Constitutionalist army in 
charge of the executive power; and

Manila Buildings Must Be Ratproof. 
The municipal board of Manila has 


passed an ordinance providing that all 
buildings constructed in the city here- 
after must be ratproof. This measure 
is for safeguarding the public health- 
against bubonic plague. The ordinance 
was drafted by the director of health, 
and the city engineer. Hollow walls 
and partitions are forbidden. Walls, 
with the exception of those of solid 
wood, must be of concrete, brick, 
stone, mortar, or other material that 
will keep out rats, to a height of one 
meter (3.28 feet) from the ground, and 
must extend below the surface of the 
ground at least twice the thickness of 
the wall. 
All hollow construction is 


forbidden except it be without aper- 
tures through which rats may pass 
and of materials through which they 
cannot make their way. A penalty ia 
provided for violation of the provi- 
sions of the ordinance of a fine not ex- 
ceeding $100 or imprisonment for not 
more than six months or both. 


British March on Washington. 


One hundred years ago saw the

Manila Bulldlnga Must Be Ratproof. 
The municipal board of Manila ha*’ 
passed an ordinance providing that all 
buildings constructed in the city here» 
after must be ratproof. This measure 
is for safeguarding the public health* 
against bubonic plague. The ordinance 
was drafted by the director of health 
and the city engineer. 
Hollow walla 
and partitions are forbidden. Walla, 
with the exception of those of solid 
wood, must be of concrete, brick, 
stone, mortar, or other material that 
will keep out rats, to a height of one 
meter (3.28 feet) from the ground, and 
must extend below the surface of the 
ground at least twice the thickness of 
the wall. 
All hollow construction la 
forbidden except it be without aper* 
tures through which rats may pasa 
and of materials through which they 
cannot mako their way. A penalty la 
provided for violation of the provi­ 
sions of the ordinance of a fine not ex« 
ceedlng $100 or Imprisonment for not 
more than six months or both. 


British March on Washington. 


One hundred years ago saw th& 
first practical step In advance of the 
British naval and military expedition 
against the city of Washington. There 
were tw,o rivers by which Washington 
might be approached—tho Potomat. 
on which Jt is situated, and the Patux­ 
ent, flowing lu the rear. The British, 
commander choee tho latter, both on 
account of the facility of access an<* 
for the purpose of destroying the fleet 
of American gunboats which had ta­ 
ken refugo In its creeks.

There are many different kinds of 


sauces, some of which are named be- 
low. 


Mint sauce Is the usual accompani- 


ment to lamb, and Is easily and quick- 
ly made. Add three tablespoonfuls of 
finely minced mint to two or powdered 
sugar, then add a tablespoonful of boil- 
Ing hot vinegar and let stand an hour 
before serving. The addition of a few 
drops of olive oil before serving la 
liked by many. 


Tripe Is an easily digested meat and 


IB especially good with onion sauce. 
Boll a pint of onions until tender In 
boiling salted water, drain and chop 
fine. Melt two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter In a pan, add two of flour, and 
when well blended add a pint of milk. 
Stir until boiling, add the onions, 
more seasoning of salt and pepper, 
and more butter If needed, pour over 
the tripe and serve hot. 


Horseradish 
Sauce. — Horseradish 


mixed with vinegar and sweet cream, 
aalt, and a bit of mustard, makes a 
nice sauce to serve with steak or flab. 


Almond Sauce.—Blanch and pound 


three tablegpoonfuls of almond, add 
seven bitter almonds, add two table- 
Bpoonfuls of orange juice, the yolka 
of two eggs, three tablespoonfuls of 
cream and two of sugar. Put all into 
a sauce pan and beat with an egg 
whisk over a moderate fire until 
smooth and frothy. 


Hard Sauce.—Put half a cupful of but- 


ter into a bowl, cream and add half 
as much sugar, a'teaspoonful of va- 
nilla and beat to a cream, then add 
the beaten white of an egg, grate nut- 
meg over and set on ice to chill.

flesh. Plain bread and butter with 
a simple cake or two with a cup of 
tea Is sufficient for the most fas- 
tidious. 


Pretty china and a pretty table, well 


laid, are essentials and can be had by 
those of modest means. 
It Is only 


when one tries to do more than her 
means allow that the Joy Is taken 
from the entertainment. 


Sandwiches of various kinds are 


relished by those who often do not 
care for cakes and there are such 
numbers of kinds that one may be 
original In the making of even a sand- 
wich. 


The fundamental thing In sandwich- 


making is to have the bread evenly 
cut, nicely spread and filled with what- 
ever filling Is used, BO that there will 
be a daintiness about them which ap- 
peals to the eye and gives promise of 
a satisfying taste. 


As to the tea itself, it should be the 


best It IB possible to buy and kept 
freshly made. The pot should be hot 
and water boiling when the tea Is 
added, then allow it to stand five min- 
utes to draw or steep and It Is ready 
to serve. Use a teapot that Is large 
enough for the number served and 
havo it full, as it keeps hot much 
longer.

SYMP08IUM OF SIMPLE SAUCES* 


A good sauce well mado properly 
served as to tomperaturo and food 


which It accompan­ 
ies is truly a work 
of art. Each sauce 
should 
be 
espe­ 
cially adapted to 
tho meat, flah, veg­ 
etable or dessert 
which It Is to ac­ 
company, 


Thero aro many different kinds of 
sauces, some of which aro named be­ 
low. 


Mint sauce Is the usual accompani­ 
ment to lamb, and Is easily and quick­ 
ly made. Add three tablespoonfuls of 
finely minced mint to two or powdered 
sugar, then add a tablespoonful of boil­ 
ing hot vinegar and let stand an hour 
before serving. Tho addition of a few 
drops of olive oil before serving ts 
liked by many. 


Tripo Is an easily digested meat and 
la especially good with onion sauce. 
Boil a pint of onions until tender In 
boiling salted water, drain and chop 
fine. 
Melt two tablespoonfuls of but* 
ter in a pan, add two of flour, and 
when well blended a<fd a pint of milk. 
Stir until boiling, add tho onions» 
more seasoning of salt and pepper, 
and more butter If needed, pour over 
the tripe and servo hot. 


Horseradish 
Sauce. — Horseradish 
mixed with vinegar and sweet cream, 
salt, and a bit of mustard, makes a 
nice sauce to serve with steak or fish* 


Almond Sauce.—Blanch and pound 
three tablespoonfuls of almond, add 
seven bitter almonds, add two tabl* 
spoonfuls of orange juice, the yolks 
of two eggs, three tablespoonfuls of 
cream and two of sugar. 
Put all Into 
a sauce pan and beat with an egg 
whisk over a moderate fire until 
smooth and frothy. 


Hard Sauce.—Put half a cupful of but­ 
ter into a bowl, cream and add half 
as much sugar, a'teaspoonful of va­ 
nilla and beat to a cream, then add 
the beaten white of an egg, grate nut­ 
meg over and set on ice to chill.

when one tries to do more than her 
means allow that the joy is take* 
from the entertainm ent 


Sandwiches of various kind« are 
relished by those who often do not 
care for cakes and there are suck 
numbers of kinds that one may be 
original in the making of even a sand­ 
wich. 


The fundamental thing in sandwich* 
making Is to have the bread evenly 
cut, nicely spread and filled with what­ 
ever filling Is used, so that there will 
be a daintiness about them which ap­ 
peals to the $ye and gives promise of 
a satisfying taste.

Keeping Flowere With Sugar. 


According to the Florists' Exchange, 


two professors of the School of Agri- 
culture at Rennes, France, have made 
some interesting experiments in pro- 
longing the lives of cut flowers. One 
hundred different flowers were used 
in the experiments, and It was found 
that sugar helped to keep most of 
them fresh, but was positively In- 
jurious to lilies and pweet' peas. 
It 


hastened the opening of rosos and 
orchids, but did not thus affect tulips, 
daisies or chrysanthemums. 


Experiments were ma<]«; with small 


quantities of chloral, ether, glycerin, 
alcohol, llmewater and ammonia salts, 
each of which served to lengthpn the 
life of various flowers. Some of the 
flowers, kept In sugar and wator. lived 
four times as long as they ordinarily 
would. 


The sugar does not have an exactly 


equal effect on the different flowers 
It preserves. Carnations seem to like 
a 15 per ce.it solution, and roses do 
better In a solution cf from eight to 
ten per cent.

STRAWBERRIES GROW ON ICE 


Phenomenon to Be Observed on the 


Old "Oregon" Trail, Familiar 


to the Ploneare. 


Ou the old "Oregon" trail, with its 


historical associations, may be found 
one of nature's marvels, probably not 
duplicated in this country, at least. 


Near South Pass City, Wyo., la the 


Pacific spring, a beautiful spot, where 
the old freighters and emigrants fre- 
quently stopped for a few days after 
the long, arduous trip across the bar 
ren plains. Here they could rest and 
enjoy some of the almost forgotten 
luxuries of life. 


Pacific spring is 7,000 feet above sea 


level, and about, at the headwaters of 
the Sweetwater river, is a series of 
small valleys, or rather meadows, 
sheltered by 'the southern extremity 
of the Wind River mountains. On the 
north side of the hills is what is local- 
ly called a "flat," where the grass grew% 
in green luxuriance. In this tall 
prairie grass was found the tiny red 
wild strawberry. 


This does not seem marvelous iu the 


warm sunshine. But take a spade and 
remove the turf, and solid cakes of ice 
are found at a depth of often less than 
a foot. 


The reason for this is quite simple. 


The warm spring sunshine melts the 
snow which runs down the montain 
uide. This goes on until late summer 
and fall, when the small streams of 
water freeze at night. 


As the warmth of the sun at this 


season touches only the top of the 
mountain, the little stream soon be- 
comes solid ice. By the action of the 
elements and washing of earth down 
the mountain, a deposit of soil is made 
on this ice, which, when the summer 
rolls around once more, springs Into 
fresh, green life. 


The few hours of sunshine which 


reaches this sheltered spot each day 
suffice to ripen the strawberries, but 
cannot melt the Ice beneath them or 
warm the soil below the roots of these 
brave volunteers. 


Suicide Advised by Doctor. 


. A curious letter from a physician 
was read in the Paris courts at the 
hearing of a case in which Pierre Ju- 
vin and Jean Jullard, chemists, were 
charged with the illegal sale of cer- 
tain narcotics. 


The letter in question, which was 


signed by Doctor Gaudin, stated that 
the writer had treated Mme. Delvigne- 
Dambricourt, ^in an effort to cure her 
of the drug habit. 
After her use of 


morphine and cocaine had been com- 
pletely stopped, Doctor Gauden made 
out for her a prescription into the 
composition of which black drops 
(vinegar of opium) entered. 
The 


letter concluded with the following 
curious sentence: 


"This prescription 
should be "re- 


newed according to the needs of Mme. 
Delvigne-Dambricourt, and 1^ advise 
her to continue with it, since she 
finds it suits her, or if not, to have 
recourse to absinthe or to suicide, 
which is, after all,, the best way to 
escape from all the manias and mis- 
eries of existence " 


It was this letter which Mr. Juvin 


advanced as his excuse for having sup- 
plied Mme. Delvigne-Dambricourt with 
black drops. The court, however, or- 
dered both Messrs. Juvin and Jullard 
to pay a fine of 500 francs each.—* 
Paris Herald. 


Flies and Fire. 


Fire loss in the United States last 


year amounted to about $200,000,000. 
At least 80 per cent of this destruc- 
tion, judged by European standards, 
was needless. 
All of it was a dead 


loss to the community, for fire insur- 
ance merely distributes the burden. 
During the same period files caused 
disease which inflicted a money loss 
on the country estimated at $157,000,- 
000. 


The life cost of these two agencies 


of destruction is beyond exact compu- 
tation. 
Flies caused most of the ty- 


phoid, much of the bowel disorders of 
children and all the infantile paraly- 
sis known. Through these diseases, 
the buzzing pests are responsible for 
many deaths each year. Fire takes a 
toll variously estimated, but the fig- 
ures seldom are lower than 1,000 lives 
pur annum. 
Plainly, war is not the 


only needless waste in the world. Flies 
and fire have their part. Fortunately, 
they are easier to abolish than the 
"war lords," who keep Europe an 
armed camp.—Chicago Journal.

Phenomenon to Be Oboorvod e* U«e 
Old ‘‘Oregen*» Troll, Familiar 
to tho Pioneer*. 


On the old "Oregon" trail, with 11« 
historical associations, nay be found 
on* of nature’o marvels, probably not 
duplicated in thio country, nt leaat. 


Near South Pass City, Wyo., to tho 
Pacific spring, a beautiful apot, where 
tho old freighters and emigrants fro* 
quontly stopped for a few daya aftet 
tho long, arduouo trip acroaa tho bar 
ren plains. Here they could roat and 
enjoy some of the almost forgotten 
luxuries of life. 


Pacific oprlng is 7,000 feet above sea 
level, and about, at the headwaters of 
tho Sweetwater river, is a series of 
small valleys, or rather meadows, 
sheltered by the southern extremity 
of the Wind River mountains. On tho 
north side of the hills is what is local­ 
ly called a "flat," where tho grass grew, 
In 
green 
luxuriance. In this tall 
prairie grass was found tho tiny red 
wild etrawberry. 


This does not seem marvelous in the 
warm sunshine. But tako a spade and 
remove the turf, and solid cakes of ice 
are found at a depth of often leas thau 
a foot. 


The reason for this is quite simple. 
The warm spring sunshine melts tho 
enow which runs down the montain 
side. This goes on until late summer 
and fall, when tho smalt streams of 
water freeze at night. 


Aa the warmth of the aun at this 
season touches only tho top of the 
mountain, the little stream soon be* 
comes Bolld ice. By the action of the 
elements and washing of earth dowu 
the mountain, a deposit of soil is mad» 
on this ice, which, when the summer 
rolls around once more, springs Into 
fresh, green life. 


The few hours of sunshino which 
reaches this sheltered spot each day 
suffice to ripen the strawberries, but 
cannot melt the ice beneath them or 
warm the soil below the roots of these 
brave volunteers. 


8ulclde Advlsod by Doctor.

Delvlgne-Dambricourt, and 1^ advise 
her to continue with it, since she 
finds it suits her, or if not, to have 
recourse to absinthe or to suicide, 
which Is, after all,, the best way to 
escape from all the manias and mis­ 
eries of existence ’* 


It was this letter which Mr. Juvln 
advanced as his excuse for having sup­ 
plied Mme. Delvlgne-Dambricourt with 
black drops. The court, however, or­ 
dered both Messrs. Juvin and Jullard 
to pay a fine of 500 francs each.—*

That the following amendment to the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, and the 
same is hereby, proposed, In accordance 
with the eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section one of article eight, which 
reads as follows: 


"Section t Every male citizen twenty- 


one years of age, possessing the following 
qualifications, shall be entitled to vote at 
all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating the regis- 
tration of electors an the General Assem- 
•bly may enact: 
"First He shall have been a citizen of 


the United States at least ono month. 
"Second. He shall have resided in the 


State one year (or, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit- 
izen of the State, he shall have removed 
therefrom and returned, then six months) 
Immediately preceding the election. 
"Third. He shall have resided In the 


election district where he shall offer to 
foto at least two months 
Immediately 


preceding the election. * 


"Fourth. If twenty-two years of age 


and upwards, he shall have paid within

months and paid at least one month be- 
fore , the election." be amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 


Section L Every citizen, male or fe- 


male, ot twenty-one years of age, possess- 
ing the following qualifications, shall be 
entitled to vote at all elections, subject, 
however, to such laws requiring and regu- 
lating the registration of electors as the 
General Assembly may enact: 


First. He or she shall have been a citi- 


zen of the United States at least one 
mouth. 


Second. He or she shall have resided 


In the State one year (or, having pre- 
viously been a qualified elector or native- 
born citizen of the State, he or she shall 
have removed therefrom, and returned. 
then six months) Immediately preceding 
the election. 


Third. He or she shall have resided in

first battle of Bull Run until three 
weeks after Apporaattox, never miss- 
ing a chance to get Into a fight. His 
commander often said that he would 
fight a circular saw. Accordingly his 
testimony as to the reality of the heat 
of battle is both valuable and timely, 
coming as It does when millions are 
now engaged in bloody war in western 
Europe. 


"The heat of battle is no poetlo 


phrase," said Captain Chapman, when 
on a visit to Washington recently. "It 
is essentially a physical effect brought 
about uncorisciously by the intense ex- 
citement of battle. No man is cool in 
battle; he may conceal his feelings, 
but his heart is going like a trip-ham- 
mer. The result Is that his body he- 
comes intensely heated. 


"I had a most striking example of 


this in the winter of 1864. Early in 
January of that year the command of 
Confederate cavalry to which I be- 
longed was ordered to make a raid 
upon a Union camp of soldiers sta- 
tioned on Loudoun Heights a few miles 
from Harper's Ferry. 


"We assembled one afternoon at Up- 


perville, about thirty miles south of 
Loudoun Heights—two hundred of us. 
It was the coldest day that the oldest 
inhabitant of that country had evet 
seen, the mercury standing about sis 
degrees below zero. We started on 
the march ahout three or four o'clock. 
As we sallied forth, we broke forth 
into song, for we were all well clothed, 
having warm boots and overcoats, and 
feeling jolly and comfortable. 


"But, after a few miles, the songs 


ceased. 
We found that, despite our 


warm clothing, the bitter cold was 
penetrating deep into us- Some of us 
hung our feet out of the stirrups to 
bring back the circulation. 
Others 


slapped their hands against their 
sides. In fact, we tried every imag- 
inable "way to keep out the deadly 
cold, but without avail. 
When we 


reached the vicinity of the Union camp 
about two o'clock in tfoe morning we 
were frozen practically stiff. As we 
lined up for the attack, about two 
hundred yards from the enemies' lines, 
we had to take our legs in our hands 
and lift our feet back in the stirrups, 
so entirely numb had feet and legs 
become; and when we ca^me to cock 
our navy revolvers we found that our 
fingers were too numb to pull cback 
the hamme'r. So, holding the pistols 
between our two hands, as though wo 
had but stumps of arms, we cocked 
the pistols with our teeth. 


"Suddenly, as we sat 
shivering 


there, the word to 'Charge!' was given.

In less than 
a minute we were In the midst of the 
Union camp, shooting right and left 
Our attack w>as such a,surprise that 
the enemy had no chance to make any 
resistance, hut fled on all sides.

Confidents Soldier Tails of the tffset 
That Combat Had on Hlmaelf and

The “heat of battle,” of which poets 
and rhetorical prose writers aro 10 
prone to dwell, is, according to Capt 
Samuel Chapman, a veteran of th* 
Civil war, no mere figure of speech, 
but an absolute practical and phynical 
reality. The men now aweatlng In the 
trenches of the fighting area In Europe 
are sweating not only figuratively but 
In the actual body, consumed by an 
actual, physical heat that only the 
fierce fire of battle can incite. m 
Capt Chapman, who is now pastor 
of the Baptist church at Covington. 
Va,, was during the Civil war one of 
the most daring cavalrymen In the 
Confederate service. 
He served In 
c»vcry campaign in Virginia from the 
first battle of Bull Run until three 
weeks after Appomattox, never miss­ 
ing a chance to get Into a fight His 
commander often said that he would 
fight a circular saw. Accordingly his 
testimony as to the reality of the heat 
of battle is both valuable and timely, 
coming as it does when millions are 
now engaged in bloody war in western 
Europe. 


"The heat of battle is no poetic 
phrase,” said Captain Chapman, when 
on a visit to Washington recently. "It 
is essentially a physical effect brought 
about unconsciously by the Intense ex- 
citement of battle. No man is cool in 
battle; he may conceal his feelings, 
but his heart is going like a trip-ham­ 
mer. The result is that his body be­ 
comes Intensely heated. 


"I had a most striking example of 
this in the winter of 1864. 
Early in 
January of that year the command of 
Confederate cavalry to which I be­ 
longed was ordered to make a raid 
upon a Union camp of soldiers sta* 
tioned on Loudoun Heights a few milea 
from Harper’s Ferry. 


"We assembled one afternoon at Up- 
perville, about thirty miles south of 
Loudoun Heights—two hundred of us. 
It was the coldest day that the oldest 
inhabitant of that country had evef 
seen, the mercury standing about si* 
degrees below zero. 
We started on 
the march about three or four o’clock. 
As we sallied forth, we broke forth 
into song, for we were all well clothed, 
having warm boots and overcoats, and 
feeling jolly and comfortable. 


"But, after a few miles, the songs 
ceased. 
We found that, despite our 
warm clothing, the bitter' cold waa 
penetrating deep into us. Some of us 
hung our feet out of the stirrups to 
bring back the circulation. 
Others 
slapped their hands against their 
sides. 
In fact, we tried every imag­ 
inable way to keep out the deadly 
cold, but without avail. 
When we 
reached the vicinity of the Union camp 
about two o'clock in the morning we 
were frozen practically stiff. 
As we 
lined up for the attack, about two 
hundred yards from the enemies' lines, 
we had to take our legs in our hands 
and lift our feet back In the stirrups, 
so entirely numb had feet and legs 
become; and when we c^me to cock 
our navy revolvers we found thqt our 
fingers were too numb to pull ^back 
the hammer. 
So, holding the pistols 
between our two hands, as though wo 
had but stumps of arms, we cocked 
the pistols with our teeth. 


"Suddenly, as we sat 
shivering 
there, the word to 'Charge!' was given. 
With the yell springing from frozen 
lips we dashed forward. In less than 
a minute we were in the midst of the 
Union camp, shooting right and lefts 
Our attack was such a ,surprise that 
the enemy had no chance to make any 
resistance, but fled on all sides. The 
fight did not last, from the time the 
command to charge was given until 
every Union soldier was out of range, 
more than five minutes. 


"When I came to myself I was s it 
ting in my saddle with one leg thrown 
over the pommel, fanning myself with 
my h a t 
My overcoat was thrown 
open, as was also the gray jacket be« 
poath, and beneath that, the woolen 
undershirt was open down to the last 
button, baring my breast to the cool­ 
ing mountain breezes—which at that 
time and altitude must have been close 
on to fifteen degrees below zero. In 
a word,, I was overcome with heat and 
fanning and panted as though it was 
midday in the dog days. Around mo 
many of my comrades were engaged 
in the same process of cooling them* 
selves.

The Battle of the Four Rivers in 


northeastern France rages with undi- 
minished violence, but still without a 
decisive turn. 


Fresh German attacks have been re- 


pulsed, according to official bulletins 
issued in London and in Paris, and the 
latest French communication says the 
situation on the allied lett wing is fa- 
vorable. 


Nevertheless, every effort of the al- 


lies to gain a foothold either in St. 
Quentin or in the territory immediate- 
ly to the north, between the armies of 
General Von Kluck and Von Boehm, 
appears to have failed. 


The Germans have steadily met as- 


sault with counter assault until the 
rtrenches of the opposing armies are 
<only sprinting distances apart. The

.Joffre's master hand is shown in this, 
;as it is believed he has succeeded in 
.{pushing his lines inside the range of 
ithe deadly heavy German guns and

However this may be, the allies, ac- 


icording to German statements, are 
rpaying a heavy toll in the hand-to- 
-hand fighting and have been obliged, 
3t is stated, because of their heavy 
losses under the

front. 


On the center the fighting appears 


^fco be particularly violent between the 
.River 'Aisne and the forest of Ar- 
(gonne. While the French are stated 
ito have repulsed the German attacks 
rin that region, Berlin claims a con- 
ranuous advance in the center. 


It is rumored that the Germans 


aare now in strong force on the west 
loank of the** Meuse near St. Mihiel. 
-Paris dispatches, however, say that 
!St. Mihiel is still held bj the Fiench, 


according to all accounts, are 


sharply resisting the passage of the 
Driver. 


German army headquarters, which 


last Saturday announced the capture 
of Fort Camp-de-Roinains at St. Mi- 
Mel, now says the German artillery 
has "silenced part of the forts on the 
Verdun-Toul line." 
This may mean 


that more than one fort has been dis- 
abled or captured. 


JVlons Reported on Fire. 


A report that Mons, Belgium, the 


scene of s'ome of the bloodiest fighting 
in the first month ot the w-ar, is m 
names, is variously interpreted. There 
is nothing in official or unofficial re- 
ports to indicate, as some would be- 
lieve, that a French or British force 
lias pushed so far north and is threat- 
•ening the German line at this point, 
where it begins to turn northeast- 
•ward. If the city has been set on fire 
3t is in all probability only another re- 
italiatory action by the Germans. 


The official bulletins issued in Paris 


-and London during the last twelve 
Inours are the briefest in many weeks. 
That given out in Paris says- 


"The information regarding the sit- 


uation on the lett wing is favoraule. 
-At the center, our troops na~ve suc- 
cessfully withstood new and violent 
attacks. 


"We have advanced slightly on the

ground we gained, though the enemy 
has received large reinforcements and 
fa making counter attacks. These at- 
tacks, however, have been repulsed." 


A Bordeaux disnatch says thaf tM 


famous Prussian Guard has been cut 
to pieces during the fighting of the 
last three days. The strength of some 
companies has been reduced from 250 
to 100 men. Virtually all tho orighia 
officers of the guard have been killec 
or wounded and two battalions hav 
been annihilated. 


New Attempt to Smash Center. 
Telegraphing from 
Bordeauv, the 


Times correspondent says: 


"The rival armies are close to each 


other. A few hundred yards separated 
the trenches on Sunday. Everywhere 
the German force was unavailing ant 
the close of the day found the allies 
left reaching up still further north. 


"The battle has become to some ex- 


tent a race between this movenienl 
on the left and the enemy's offensive 
on the center and the right. The fail 
ure of the enemy 
to shake off the 


tightening grip of the allies on the 
Oise and north of the Somme was ac- 
companied by a renewed attempt to 
smash the center. Here was massed 
the flower of the army—the Prussian 
Guard, which distinguished itself from 
the outset-of the campaign by its abil- 
ity to give and take hard knocks. 


"Further to the right the German 


offensive at first met with some suc- 
cess. The attack was launched In the 
morning through the hilly, wooded 
country between the road from the 
Somme to Chalons and the railway 
from St. Jlenshould to Voziers. At the 
end of the day {he French recovered 
the lost ground." 


The correspondent of the Telegraph 


behind the French front sends the fol- 
lowing: 


"The great effort on the part of the 


allies to drive back the right wing of 
the German army continues with un 
abated fury. 
Both sides seem deter 


mined to fight the issue to a definite 
conclusion in the northeast of France 
and to ignore for the time being Al- 
sace-Lorraine. 


"In the allies' center both sides are 


too stronglv entrenched to allow a 
great offensive movement on the part 
of either to\vard the left wing. If the 
German right can be turned the Ger 
mans must abandon the fortified posi- 
tions on other parts of the long line 
and withdraw their immense forces 
either through Belgium or Luxemberg.

Cracow. The Russians have occupied 
another of the forts of Przemysl." 


The Russians are approaching Tar 


now, 
only fifty miles east of Cracow, 


and have also captured 
Uzsok and 


Szavtana, Hungarian 
towns on the 


southern slope of the ' Carpathian 
mountains. At Przemysl the garrisons 
of some of the forts continue to hold 
out. 


"Tbe armies cannot keep up the 


struggle muca longer, and unless one 
side 'soon obtains a decided advan- 
tage we shall see stalemate result all 
along the front. Then victory can be 
won only by the side which is able to 
bring up absolutely fresh lorces, who 
have not felt the strain of two months 
of continuous lighting."

JUvered further violent attacks, which, 
ttjowever, have been repuîned." 


The official press bureau in London

Thorn, west Prussia, can prevent the 
Russian armies from being wrell‘ on 
their way to Berlin within a very 
short time. 


The general staff is rushing the 
army forward with all possible haste, 
hoping to avoid a winter campaign 
for the capture of the German capital 
Through the passes at Uzsok troops 
are pouring upon the plains of Hun 
gary to strike the Austrians in the 
rear and cut off communication be 
tween Karschu and Cracow. 


Part of the forces under General 
Von Kolorad at Przemysl succeeded 
in cutting their way through the Rus 
sian lines west of that fortress in au 
attempted retreat, but they were pur 
sued by large forces of Cossacks and 
suffered terrible losses, says the ofll 
cial report. Some of the Austrians sue 
ceeded in reaching aslow and joined 
other forces there, but they lost every 
gun they tried to take with them. 


Telegraphing from 
Petrog'^ad t'U€ 
corespondent of the Chronicle says: 


“It appeared Sunday night as if the 
battle in the west of Russia, for which 
the vast German 
preparations had 
been made, had at last begun. Now the 
Germans are in retreat, sheling the 
works of Cssowetz as they left. 


“The Germans’ strength is not stat­ 
ed. Their losses were heavy, mainly 
from artillery fire, which broke the 
attempt to move upon Brushkenik.” 


Cholera In Dual Empire. 


Dispatches from the Austrian fron­ 
tier say that the spread of cholera* es­ 
pecially in Hungary and Galicia, is 
causing anxiety. Lazarettos are being 
prepared to check the spread of the 
disease.

The young man knew that there was 
a warrant for his arrest on the charge 
of forging a check in the name of 
Neil Stellwagon, a coal dealer, for $75. 
According to the police, he told his 
friends he expected to be arrested and 
declared that no one would bring him 
to jail. 


While he was talking, Kolbe, who 
knew Miller personally, arrived and 
greeted him cordially. Then he took 
the man aside and told him confiden« 
tially that he had a warrant for his 
arrest. 


Miiler then stepped away from the 
constable and drawing his revolver. 
“Broncho Billy” style, fired one shoe 
through Kolbe's heart. The constant 
fell dead to the platform. Most 01 the 
frightened passengers ran into tne sta­ 
tion. 


Two men pounced u^on Miller, but 
he told them to keep cool. Then he 
banded them his revolver and walked 
with his captor* to the police station.

In an official statement the Servian 
government claims to have won an 
other decisive victory along the Drina 
river over 300,000 Austrians, 


The advance against Sarajevo, th€ 
scecn of the assassination of Arch 
duke Francis Ferdinand, heir to the 
Austrian throne, and his wife, is con 
tinuing successfully, the government 
says. The Servian and Montenegrin 
armies have reached Rumania Pla 
teau, about twenty miles east of Sara­ 
jevo. 


Many male inhabitants of Bosnia 
are joining the Servian army of inva* 
sion because of the racial relationship 
with the Slavic Serbs. 


The bombardment of Belgrade con 
tinues, with further damage to th€ 
palace, Th'» Austrians seem to have 
concentrated 
their fire against the 
royal palace. The Servians have lost 
heavily in the batle in the mountain 
passes northwest of Krupani.
